Seeming the Fair Means More tor the 
City By Far Than Would the 
State Capital.

The board remained in executive 
session for nearly two hours and 
announced a few minutes after 
midnight that Sedalia had won on 
the tenth ballot, receiving ten of 
the eighteen votes. 
The gentlemen who looked after 
Sedalia’s interests w'ere the recip­ 
ients of many congratulations from 
their fellow^ citizens yesterday, and 
had the supreme satisfaction of 
knowing that they w^ere looked 
upon as good and faithful servants. 
J ubt when the board of agricul­ 
ture wdll begin the work of getting 
the grounds ready is not 
now 
knowm, but it is possible something 
wall be done in that direction this 
summer and fall, although the first 
fair will not be held until next 
fall. 
Everything in connection with 
the fair, such as naming a superin­ 
tendent 
and secretary, 
erecting 
buildings, beautifying the grounds, 
etc., will be under the supervision 
of the board of agriculture, and the 
task is no small one by any means. 
The intention is to give to Mis­ 
souri a fair equal to those held at 
Columbus, O. ; Indianapolis, Ind, : 
Topeka, Kas., Des Moines, la., and 
Springfield, 111. 
In the latter city, last year, the 
Illinois state fair attracted 300,000 
out of town visitors, and it is esti­ 
ma ted that they spent in excess of' 
$1,000,000 during the week that 
the fair was held. 
There is no state in tlie union 
that can make a better showing 
than Missouri in the products of 
the [mine, the farm, the orchard 
and the garden, and when this is 
considered in all of its bearings it 
can readily be seen what a prize 
Sedalia secured when she 
was 
named as the permanent location 
for the fair. 
The location of the fair here will 
also bring to Sedalia the annual 
state encampment of the national 
guard, four regiments in number, 
and in many other ways wall add 
to the advancement of the iiyieen 
of the Prairies. 
Sedalia did one of the best day’s 
work in her history when she cap­ 
tured the state fair. 
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Sedalians are feeling good over 
their victory in securing the Mis­ 
souri state fair, and they have a 
right to, as the almost unanimous 
opinion among those wdio are best 
informed in the premises is that 
the permanent location of the fair 
here is worth more to the city and 
its people than would be the state 
capital. 
As an evidence of 
how' the 
matter is looked upon away from 
home, an instance may be cited. 
Mr. Thos. S. Carter is a veteran 
newspa perma n of Sturgeon, Boone 
county. 
Centralia, Boone county, 
was a rival of Sedalia to secure the 
location of the fair, but when Se- 
dalia won Mr. Carter wrote a letter 
of congratulations to his son-in-law, 
Frank L. Farley, of this city, in 
which he said : 
“ It is a bigger thing than many 
think, and wall add materially to 
the value of Sedalia property.”

own 
private or 
special 
brands, 
Tiiese powders 
are put up for the grocer and his 
name put upon the labels by manu­ 
facturers of alum powders in Chi­ 
cago, St. Louis, Kansas City and 
elsewhere. 
The manufacturers, it 
is said, find their efforts to market 
their goods iu this way greatly 
aided by the ambition of the grocer 
to sell a powder with his own 
name upon 
the label, especiall). 
when the grocer can make an ab­ 
normal profit 
upon 
it. 
^lany 
grocers, doubtless, 
do not know 
that tlie powders they are thus 
pushing are alum powders which 
would be actually contraband in 
many sections if sold without dis­ 
guise. 
It is quite impossible to give the 
names of all 
the 
alum 
baking 
powders in the market. 
They are 
constantly appearing in all sorts of 
disguises, under all kiiids of cog­ 
nomens, and at all kinds of prices, 
even as low as five and ten cents a 
pound. They can be avoided,how­ 
ever, by the housekeeper who will 
bear in mind 
that 
ail baking 
powders sold at 25 cents or less per 


pound are liable to contain alum, 
as pure cream of tartar baking 
powders cannot be produced at 
anything like this price.
